A  Lamprey's  Nest. 

John   Iturrouglis  contribute 
chnrniing  paper  of  studies  trout  nature, 
to  the  Jaminrv  t'oDturv,  entitled. 
Mole,  n  r*Euprej,  niul  a  Fairy,"  from 
which  wo  take  tho  following 

Hoe  day  lato  in  spring, 
pacing  o\  or  abridge  1  chance  J  to  see 
two  lampreys,  or   "Uniptwr  eel*," 
they  are   usually  called,  cogacvd 
huildiug  their  not  in  the  creek  below 
me.    It  was  one  or  the  most  curious 
spectacle*  I  e 

They  were  a  tew  yards  below  the 
bridge,  just  where  the  water  breaks 
frot\  the  still  pool  beneath  it,  and  How  : 
with  a  rapid  cutrent  over  its  roughli 
paved  bottom.  They  were  du>tin£nish- 
able  from  the  yellowish  brown  and 
black  stones  and  pchhlcs  nniid  which 
they  were  working  only  by  thoir  mo- 
tions. They  were  tugging  at  the  small 
movable  stooc*  w  ith  crcat  persistence. 
I  went  down  to  the  water's  edge  where 
they  were  withiu  reach  of  my  staff,  the 
belter  to  observe  them.  They  would 
ran  up  to  the  edge  of  the  still  w  ater 
and  sciie  upou  the  stones  with  their 
suction  mouth  and  drag  them  back 
with  the  eurrcut  and  drop  them  upon 
their  nest.  I  understood  at  ouce  why 
their  nests,  whiih  I  had  often  observed 
:forc.  were  always  placed  at  the  be- 
ginning of  a  rilt ;  it  is  that  the  fish  may 
avail  themselves  of  the  current  iu 
building  them.  The  water  sweeps 
them  back  with  the  pebble  in  their 
mouth,  their  only  effort  being  in  stem- 
ming the  current  to  scuc  it.  Tbey 
arc  thus  enabled  to  move,  stoue?  which 
tbey  could  not  stir  in  still  w  atcr. 

The  stones  varied  iu  siie  from  a  wal- 
nut to  a  goose  egg.  When  one  of 
them  was  tugging  aw  ay  at  a  stone  too 
heavy  for  it,  I  won'd  lend  a  helping 
hand  with  my  staff.  I  would  move 
the  stone  along  psntly.  acd  the  lam- 
prey seemed  entirely  uneouscioos  of 
the  fact  that  it  was  being  helped  ;  it 
would  drop  the  burden  nt  the  proper 
point,  and  ran  up  for  another.  Indeed 
my  aid  and  my  presence  did  not  «lis- 
turb  them  at  all.  From  timo  to  time 
the  larger  of  the  two,  which  was  the 
female,  would  thrust  her  tail  with 
great  violence  dowu  among  the  pebbles 
at  the  bottom  of  tbe  creek  and  loosen 
them  up.  and  set  fiee  the  mnd  w  hich 
the  current  quickly  earned  away, 
the  new  material  thus  plowed  up  was 
carried  to  the  nest.  Twice  in  the 
cour>c  of  tbe  half-hour  that  I  observed 
them,  the  act  of  spawning  took  place. 

Besides  helping  move  the  larger 
stones  with  my  staff,  I  several  times 
plowed  up  die  bottom  with  its  point, 
thus  relieving  the  female  ol  that  duty. 
The  fish  took  it  nil  as  a  matter  of 
course,  and  seized  upon  the  pebbles 
I  had  loosened  with  great  alacrity. 
When  I  thrust  my  cane  beneath  them 
and  tried  to  lift  them  out  of  the  water, 
they  would  suck  fast  to  the  stones  aud 
prevent  me  ;  hut  they  did  not  manifest 
any  alarm.  The  lampreys  become 
much  exhausted  with  the  spaw  ning  mid 
nest  bnildin".  ' 

A  Cheap  Diuuer. 
Braized  beef,  riced  potato,  macaroni 
and  fried  hasty  pndding  were  the  dish- 
es prepared  by  Miss  Barnes  nt  cooking 
school  for  a  chenp  dinner.  The  beef 
was  a  piece  of  flank,  about  the  cheapest 
meat  there  is  in  a  carcass,  and  after 
frying  a  few  slices  of  onion  and  carrot 
with  a  small  piece  ol  salt  pork  sliced 
in  a  braizing  kettle  (a  deep  pan  will 
answer  as  well),  she  browned  the  beef 
in  the  kettle  and  then  added  to  it  a 
qnart  of  boiling  water  anil  a  boquct  of 
sweet  herbs,  covered  the  kettle  with  a 
pan,  put  it  in  the  stove  oven,  and  the 
rule  is  to  cook  it  slowly  for  four  hours, 
basting  every  20  miuutea.  Not  having 
(our  hours  to  spare,  she  did  the  beat 
she  could  in  two  hours,  und  when  the 
meat  was  taken  from  the  oven  it  was 
uiccl/  cooki-d.  The  gravy  was  season- 
ed with  salt,  pepper  aud  a  pint  of  toma- 
toes, aeil  strain*!  I  over  the  meat.  '"' 
macaroni  was  boiled  In  water  until 
and  then  put  In  a  buttered  pudding  dish 
aud  covered  with  sauce  made  ol  ouo 
pint  or  milk  thickened  with  u  table- 
•poonful  ol  now,  and  Masoned  with 
•alt  and  pcpinrr.  A  UbU-ipoonful  of 
batter  wu  put  ou  to  the  sauce  and  the 
dish  pU/rd  in  th*  o*rn  V)  mlnulei 
brown.  Tlie-  puUUM*  ware  Iioiled, 
maanad  a  rut  acaaoucd,  ami  than  aiflul 
through  a  eulUmlar  to  rmik>>  It  Uxik  like 
rice.  Tb«  baatr  puddlug  waa  sliced 
cold,  rolled  iu  Indian  nual  and  friad  In 
pork  drippiu|f«.  Th«:  ilialiM  were  all 
very  appetizing,  and  ol  course  DiilrU 
tioua,  aud  tbe  aspcoM  comparatively

i     Discovery  of  the  Mammoth. 

The  banks  of  thai  great  northern 
Siberian  river,  the  Leun,  aroqaitc  pe- 
culiar.   Those  oc  the  western  side  are 
generally  low  aud  marshy,  while  thoso 
on  the  enrtera  side  ar 
to  KM)  feet  iu  height.  Ill 
north,  this  high  elevaliou  is  cut  in 
numerous   pyramidal-shaped  mount 
whicti  are  formed  of  layets  «f  earth 
I  anil  ic« — sometimes  a  clear  stratum  of 
I  the  hitter  many  Ieet  iu  thickness, 
j     It  was  before  such  u  mound  that 
I  fisherman  stopped,  dumb    with  usK 
ishmcnt,  ouo  spring  mornius,  ma 
yvaisago.    About    thirty  fool  nbovo 
him,    half-wny   up   the  face   of  the 
mound,  appeared  tfic  secliou  of  n  grout 
ice-layer,  Irom  which    the   water  was 
Mowing  in  uumberless  streams  ;  whilo 
protruding  from  it,  and  partly  hanging 
over,  w  ns  au  animal  of  such  hugo  pro- 
portions   that  the  simple  tlshermiin 
could  scaixely  Iioliove  his  eyes.  Two 
gigautic  horn.-  or  tusk 

great  woolly  bo<ly  was  faintly 
outlined  iu  a  hlue,  icy  mass, 
fall  he  related  the  story  lo 

up  the  river,  and  the.  onsuing 
spring,  with  a  party  of  his  fellow  fish- 
ermen, he  again  visited  the  spot.  A 
d  worked  wonders.  The 
great  mass  had  thawed  out  sullicicutly 
to  show  its  nature,  and  ou  closer  tu- 
jH-ction  proved  to  bo  a  well-presorvod 
spccinieu  of  ouo  of  those  gigantic  ex- 
tinct hairy  elephants  that  roamed  over 
tho  northern  parts  ol  Kuropo  and 
America  iu  tho  curlier  a^s  of  the 
ivorld.  Tho  body  was  still  too  firmiy 
attached  aud  frozen  to  permit  of  re- 
moval. For  four  successive  yearj  the 
fisherman  visited  it,  and  finally,  iu 
March,  1*04,  hvo  years  after  its 
original  discovery,  it  hroko  away  from 
ts  toy  bed  and  came  thundering  down 
ipon  the  sands  below.  Tho  discoverers 
first  detached  the  tusks,  that  wcro  nino 
feet  six  inches  in  length  and  together 
weighed  .160  pounds.  The  hide,  cover- 
ed with  wool  and  hair,  was  more  than 
en  amid  lift.  Part  of  this, 
with  the  tusks,  wcro  taken  to  Jakutsk 
and  sold  for  fifty  roubles,  while  tho 
rest  of  tho  animal  was  left  where  it 
(ell,  and  cut  up  at  various  times  by  the 
Jakoutc3,  w  ho  fed  their  dogs  with  its 
flesh.  A  strange  feast  this  truly, 
meat  that  had  been  frozen  solid  in  tho 
ice-honsc  of  nature  perhaps  jO,000 
years  more  or  less  ;  but  so  well  wns  it 
preserved,  that,  when  tho  brain  was  af- 
terward compared  with  that  ol  a  re- 
killed  animal,  no  difference  in 
the  tissues  could  be  detected. 

Two  years  after  the  animal  had  fal- 
len Irom  the  cliff,  the  news  reached  St. 
Petersburg,  and  the  masenm  of  natu- 
ral history  sent  a  scientist  to  secure 
the  -peed me i)  and  purchase  it  for  the 
•mperor.  lie  found  tbe  massive 
skeletou  entire,  with  the  exception  of 
one  fore  leg.  The  tusks  were  repur- 
chased in  Jakutsk,  and  the  great  Iramc 
was  taken  to  St.  l'eterrhnrg  and  there 
mounted. — fChristmas   St.  Nicholas. 

K-  L.  Stevenson  tells  a  pretty  stcry 
illustrative  of  the  power  of  romance.

Au  Incident  or  the  War. 

Mrs.  Mnry  C.  Fisher,  wife  of  Judge 
Fisher  ol  York,  Pcun.,  spent  one  week 
among  tho  wounded  aud  amid  scenes  of 
suffering  and  woe  after  tho  battle  of 
Gcltysburgh.  From  a  column  of  rec- 
oiled ion  i  of  the  sorrowful  incidouts  of 
this  week,  which  sho  furuishes  the 
Philadelphia  Times,  wo  cut  the  follow- 
ing touching  story : 

One  beautiful  evouiug,  ftftei  a  loug 
hard  day's  work,  ouo  of  my  boys  eamo 
to  me  and  said:  "There  is  a  Millie 
chap'  out  thcro  w  ho  heard  there  was  a 
woman  from  his  homo,  aud  he  wants 
lo  see  you."    1  IbunJ  him  at  the  fur- 
thest extremity  ol  the  hospital,  with 
halfdoxen  olhor  hopeloss  coses.  I 
was  a  lovely  boy,  scarcely  morothan 
child,  who  had  rou  away   from  1 
home  in  Providence,  R.  t.,  to  join  t! 

drum  corps."    He  was  a  brave  boy 
and  a  great  pet  niuong  tho  soldiers, 
rscd  him  as  toudcrly  as  potsi 
bio,  but  could  poorly  supply  u  mother's 
loving  cure.    How  fie  louged  for  . 
more  look  of  her  dear  lace  mil  o

He  wus  so  frail  and  slight  it  wns 
mavvo!  how  ho  could  have  endured  the 
fatigue  nnd  privation  so  long.  Ho 
not  disfigured  by  wcunds,  bill  constant 
marches,  insufficient  Iood  and  often 
sleepless    nights  had  exhausted  his 
lgth,  aud  ho  had  not  tho  vitality  to 
it  tho  sharp  nttack  of  fever.  He 
perfectly  conscious,  but  too  weak 
to  say  much.    I  usked  the  poor  child 
what  I  could  do  fur  him.  "Oh,  I  waut 
my   mother !"    1   sat  dowu  ou  the 
ground  nnd  taking  him  iu   my  arms 
iricd  to  comfort  him.    He  turued  his 
dice  to  me,  saying,  "I  niu  so  tired," 
laid  his  head  against  mo  and  appeared 
to  sleep.

come  here  dressed  in  so  autiquc  a  fash- 
ion," said  the  lndy.  "I  trust  I  have 
the  courage  of  my  opinions,"  said  Mr.

circiimslntice  that  its  glands  wore  tho 
slaplo  food  of  tho  pooplo.  Bread, prop- 
erly so  culled,  was  transmitted  hy  tho 
Greeks  to  the  Romans;  and  either  Iho 
laltcr  or  the  rhceiiicinus  mny  have  in- 
troduced tho  cultivation  of  corn  into 
I.  Whilo,  however,  tho  land  was 
mniuly  covered  with  immcuso  forests, 
n  long  time  must  hnvo  elapsed  before 
prnclicc  ot  eating  acorns,  chesl- 
Utils,  nnd  hciichiunst  wns  abaudoucd, 
oven  wheu  com  was  regularly 
growu,  ripened  nud  Iinrvcstod,  the 
gruius  wore  merely  plucked  front  tho 
car  nud  cnteu  row  or  slightly  parched. 
The  ucxt  step  wns  to  infuse  the  groins 
in  hot  wilier  for  the  inakiugof  a  spe- 
cies of  gruel  or  porridge,  aud  n  loug 
time  nfterwnrd  it  may  Imvc  occurred 
to  some  bright  genius  to  pouud  the 
corn  in  n  mortar,  or  rub  it  to  n  powder 
between  two  stones.  Subsequently 
cume.  the  hand-mill,  hut  it  was  not  un- 
til alter  the  llrst  crusado  that  the  wind- 
mill wns  iutrodnccd  from  tho  cast, 
licr  it  hnd  probably  fouud  its  way 
froiu  Chinn.  The  first  brciid  was  evi- 
dently bilked  ou  the  ashes  nud  unlenv- 
'ncd,  und  the  intolerable  pnngi  of  in- 
digestion brought  ou  hy  a  continual 
Course  of  "galctto"  or  '"dumper"  may 
i  suggested  the  use  ol  a  fermout- 
igcul,' which  in  the  first  instance 
probably  stale  bread  turned  sour. 
Pliny  hns  distinctly  told  ns  in  his 
•Nalural  Ilialory"  thnt  the  Gauls  Icav-

he  lye  of  beer  ;  yet,  strnngely  onough, 
they  ubnudoued  the  use  of  beer  yeast, 
and  did  uot  resume  it  unlil  the  middle 
of  tur  seventeenth  cr  nlnry.  lis  revi- 
i  France  made  tho  fortune  of  many 
bakers;  then  tho  medical  faculty 
souuded  an  alarm,  declaring  thnt  yeast 
made  from  beer  was  poisonous.  Its 
employment  wns  prohibited  by  low  iu 
1GGG,  hut  the  outcry  raised  hy  the  ha- 
uud  the  public  wns  so  vehement 
iu  the  following  year  tic  decrco  of 
prohibition  was  cancelled,  with  tho  pro- 
thnt  the  yeast  was  to  be  procured 
only  from  beer  Ircshly  brewed  in  Par- 
r  its  im media  Ic  neighborhood. 
Some  form  ol  fermented  bread,  howev- 
the  French  had  been  eating  for 
lG0t>  years,  iu  coutrndistinetiou  to  the 
gruel  and  putsc-cnting  Ilaliuns  nnd 
Lcvnutincs  and  the  purely  vcgeiarian
